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Foreword 


The  appearance  of  this  first  volume  of  the  book-lists  from  the  probate  in- 
ventories of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  Court  at  Oxford  is  an  event  of  major 
importance  to  historians  of  the  Tudor  period.  In  order  to  be  able  to  say, 
with  quantified  specificity,  what  was  known  in  Tudor  England  about  any 
particular  subject  such  eis  agriculture,  astronomy,  biology,  economics,  ed- 
ucation, geography,  history,  languages,  law,  literature,  mathematics,  med- 
icine, music,  philosophy,  physics,  or  theology,  one  needs  to  know  what 
books  on  these  subjects  were  read  by  Tudor  men  and  women.  Lists  of 
books  owned  by  people  at  the  universities  are  only  part  of  the  evidence 
needed,  but  they  are  a  very  important  part,  as  anyone  will  testify  who  has 
used  Elisabeth  Leedham-Green's  edition  of  the  book-lists  from  the  inven- 
tories at  Cambridge.  Now  an  international  team  of  scholars,  led  by 
Professor  Robert  Fehrenbach  and  Dr.  Leedham-Green,  has  embarked 
upon  editing  the  corresponding  inventories  from  Oxford. 

The  value  of  this  virgin  forest  of  material  may  be  seen  by  noticing  the 
heroic  efforts  of  earlier  scholars  to  harvest  it  around  the  edges.  Mark 
Curtis,  for  example,  in  writing  his  1959  history  of  the  English  universi- 
ties, was  able  to  fell  a  few  trees,  but  only  at  random.  Even  James 
McConica,  nearly  thirty  years  later,  in  writing  his  history  of  Tudor 
Oxford,  had  the  same  problem:  he  was  able  to  use  this  material  only  ten- 
tatively because  it  had  never  been  edited.  The  same  difficulties  can  also 
be  seen  in  Lisa  Jardine's  early  studies  of  the  teaching  of  Humanism  at 
Cambridge,  and  in  the  more  recent  study  of  mathematics  at  the  universi- 
ties by  Mordechai  Feingold. 
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But  historians  of  the  two  universities  are  not  the  only  scholars  whose 
work  has  been  hampered  by  the  unavailability  of  this  material.  Students 
of  Tudor  mathematics,  such  as  F.R.  Johnson;  of  science,  such  as  S.K. 
Heninger,  F.  David  Hoeniger,  Paul  Kocher,  and  Antonia  McLean;  of 
medicine,  such  as  Charles  D.  O'Malley;  of  Aristotelianism,  such  as 
Charles  B.  Schmitt;  indeed  students  in  every  field  who  have  tried  to  map 
how  much  Tudor  English  men  and  women  knew  about  their  subject  have 
had  to  pencil  in  large  areas  of  the  map  as  "unknown"  because  this  mate- 
rial, though  it  existed,  had  never  been  edited. 

The  importance  of  editing  in  material  of  this  kind  can  particularly  be 
appreciated  by  scholars  who  have  tried  to  use  it  in  both  inedited  and 
edited  states.  Peter  Clark,  for  example,  who  studied  hundreds  of  invento- 
ries in  the  archives  of  Kent,  looking  for  references  to  books,  was  able  to 
deal  with  his  evidence  only  in  broadly  sociological  terms,  in  part  because 
none  of  his  probate  evidence  had  been  edited. 

An  editor's  contribution  begins  with  a  knowledge  of  paleography:  if 
the  manuscript  is  not  transcribed  accurately  (especially  the  numbers),  the 
edited  text  will  only  compound  confusion.  In  addition,  explanatory  infor- 
mation about  the  entries  can  be  provided  that  will  transform  them  from 
meaningless  words  to  illuminating  new  evidence.  For  example,  an  editor 
can  often  track  down  the  particular  edition,  translation,  sometimes  even 
the  particular  copy,  that  is  indicated  by  the  entry,  and  can  provide 
invaluable  help  with  shorthand  terms  such  as  pica  (for  an  ordinal),  portys 
(for  a  breviary),  or  cowrse  (for  set).  An  editor  can  identify  the  authors  of 
works  that  Elizabethans  ordinarily  knew  only  by  their  titles,  as  in  the 
cases  of  the  Dieta  salutis,  Polyanthea,  Cornucopia,  Breviloquium,  ElucitUirius 
poeticus,  and  Hortus  vocabulorum,  and  can  also  supply  the  full  names  of 
authors  whom  Elizabethans  ordinarily  called  only  by  nicknames,  as  in 
Abbas  for  Nicolaus  Tudeschis,  Sleidanus  for  Johann  Philippson,  or  // 
Chariteo  for  Benedetto  Gareth.  Finally,  an  editor  can  help  by  identifying 
the  owners  of  the  books  and  by  pointing  out  connections  with  other 
owners  or  institutions. 

The  editors  of  this  edition  have  been  amazingly  successfiil  in  all  aspects 
of  their  work,  especially  in  identifying  difficult  entries.  They  have  also  been 
commendably  careful  to  distinguish  identifications  that  are  certain  from 
those  that  are  only  probable  or  possible.  That  the  entire  series  is  being 
computerized  enables  the  editors  to  provide,  in  print,  fiill  indices  not  only 
to  authors  and  works,  but  also  to  editors,  translators,  publishers,  and  places 
and  dates  of  publication.  For  scholars  who  wish  to  comb  this  body  of 
evidence  for  subjects  narrower  than  those  covered  by  the  printed  indices, 
such  material  (e.g.,  languages,  subjects,  even  the  professions  and  social 
statuses  of  owners)  is  accessible,  by  special  request,  from  the  computer. 
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The  material  covered  by  this  volume  represents  all  of  the  1,151  book 
entries  in  the  sixty-two  Oxford  inventories  surviving  from  the  years  1507 
to  1554;  the  remaining  Oxford  inventories  from  the  English  Renaissance 
will  appear  in  Volumes  3-7  of  PLRE.  When  the  final  volume  appears, 
scholars  will  finally  be  able  to  speak  about  the  intellectual  life  of  Tudor 
Oxford  with  the  same  confidence  that  they  have  since  1986  enjoyed  in 
speaking  about  Tudor  Cambridge.

Introduction 


With  this  volume,  PLRE  begins  publication  of  162  book-lists^  contained 
in  the  inventories  taken  between  1507  and  1653  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Chancellor  of  Oxford  University  (exercised  by  the  Vice-Chancellor), 
mostly  for  the  purposes  of  probate.  The  lists  are  published  in  chronologi- 
cal order  (see  Order  under  Methodology  and  Format  below),  with  the  first 
sixty-two,  dating  from  1507  to  1554,  appearing  in  the  present  volume. 
The  remaining  lists  will  be  published  in  Volumes  3  through  7.  Like  all 
book-lists  in  this  Oxford  series,  the  first  sixty-two  are  found  in  manu- 
scripts in  the  Oxford  University  Archives  housed  in  the  Bodleian,  specifi- 
cally in  the  probate  records  and  the  Chancellors's  Registers.  These  rec- 
ords have  been  made  available  on  microfilm  by  Research  Publications 
under  the  title  The  Social  History  of  Property  and  Possessions:  Part  I:  Invento- 
ries and  Wills,  Including  Renaissance  Library  Catalogues,  from  the  Bodleian 
Library,  Oxford,  1436-1814  (Reading,  England,  1990). 

A  team  of  nearly  fifty  international  scholars,  working  from  transcrip- 
tions of  the  manuscripts  made  by  Mr.  Walter  Mitchell,  M.A.  (sometime 
Assistant  to  the  Keeper  of  the  University  Archives),  has  been  enlisted  to 
edit  the  162  lists.  By  granting  PLRE  permission  to  use  his  transcriptions,

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a  labor  of  many  years,  Mr.  Mitchell  has  immeasurably  reduced  the  time 
required  to  make  this  information  available  to  the  scholarly  community. 
This  professional  generosity  places  the  PLRE  project  and  scholars 
working  in  the  Tudor  and  early  Stuart  periods  greatly  in  Mr.  Mitchell's 
debt. 

The  purpose  and  three-part  design  of  PLRE  has  been  described  in  its 
first  volume,  to  which  the  reader  is  referred  for  details  (PLRE  1992, 
l:xvi-xviii).  In  brief,  however,  Part  1  of  PLRE  is  the  published  form  of 
annotated  book-lists  associated  with  Tudor  and  early  Stuart  men  and 
women;  PLRE  5-66  are  contained  in  this  volume.  Part  2  is  in  electronic 
form  and  is  a  cumulative  and  more  detailed  catalogue  of  those  lists  and 
others  (APND  lists)  previously  published  elsewhere.  It  is  available  upon 
request  from  the  General  Editor  and  from  the  Editor  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  is  soon  to  be  available  in  CD-ROM  from  the  publishers. 
Part  3  is  a  series  of  indices  and  concordances  to  the  PLRE  database.  Part 
3  appears  for  the  first  time  at  the  end  of  this  volume  and  will  be  a  regu- 
lar feature  of  each  subsequent  volume. 

Errors  and  Corrections 

Anyone  with  even  a  passing  acquaintance  with  early  book-lists  knows  that 
their  fragmentary  and  too  often  simply  illegible  entries  make  identifying 
books  an  extremely  difficult  task.  Further,  details  of  these  early  books  re- 
sist uniformity,  even  when  the  works  are  identifiable;  yet  this  information 
must  be  uniformly  entered  into  a  database  to  meet  the  categorical  re- 
quirements of  PLRE's  design  and  purpose.  However  methodical  and  care- 
ful the  labor,  providing  error-free  information  under  such  conditions  is 
more  to  be  wished  than  realized.  Happily,  however,  the  ease  with  which 
a  database  can  be  corrected  promises  that  any  misdirection  PLRE  may 
inadvertently  provide  will  be  temporary,  and  will  encourage  PLRE's  users 
to  become  part  of  the  scholarly  collaboration  that  has  always  been  cen- 
tral to  the  project.  The  editors  of  PLRE  ask,  therefore,  that  errors  noted 
and  corrections  proposed  be  forwarded  (with  supporting  evidence  for 
the  corrections)  to  either  address  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Methodology  and  Format 

Identificatioii  and  Annotation.  Identification  of  items,  the  annotations, 
and  the  bio-bibliographical  introductions  preceding  the  book-lists  are  the 
work  of  diverse  scholars  and  reflect  their  individual  research  and  study. 
But  collaboration,  intending  to  provide  a  reasonable  uniformity,  is  rou- 
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tine  at  all  editorial  stages  of  the  PLRE  project.  Consistency  is  necessary 
to  avoid  offering  confusing  information  when  the  results  of  research  con- 
ducted by  individual  scholars  are  combined;  it  is  also  required  to  meet 
the  practical  demands  of  a  searchable  database.  For  example,  editorial 
consultation  would  discourage  identifying  a  late  sixteenth-century  manu- 
script entry  of  Elucidaritis  poetictis  as  the  school  text  written  by  Johann 
Cast  and  issued,  apparently,  in  a  single  edition  (1544)  to  the  disregard  of 
the  widely  published  encyclopedic  work  of  the  same  name  by  Hermann 
Torrentinus,  appearing  as  it  did  in  at  least  a  dozen  editions  before  1600. 
If,  however,  a  Contributing  Editor  has  good  reason  to  question  whether 
such  an  entry  represents  the  Torrentinus  title,  the  Cast  work,  or  Robert 
Estienne's  book,  another  popular  work  of  that  same  name,  the  Torren- 
tinus identification  would  carry  one  of  the  standard  PLRE  qualifying 
terms,  probable  or  perhaps.  Understandably,  annotations  to  such  an  item 
may  also  vary  from  one  Contributing  Editor  to  another.  Such  differences 
as  may  appear  in  identifications  and  commentary,  then,  reflect  the 
regard  that  PLRE  has  for  reasonable  disagreement  among  scholars,  par- 
ticularly in  an  area  of  research  where  the  primary  material  is  so  often 
fragmentary  and  imprecise. 

Order.  The  book-lists  are  presented  in  chronological  order  by  year  of  the 
owner's  death,  or,  if  the  date  of  death  is  unknown,  by  year  of  an  owner's 
will  if  extant,  and  then  alphabetically  within  each  year.  In  some  cases, 
however,  the  dates  of  death  and  a  will  are  unknown;  in  others,  docu- 
ments and  biographical  sources  disagree  about  the  dates;  and  in  still 
others,  such  dates  are  irrelevant  (e.g.,  an  inventory  of  books  may  have 
been  compiled  for  purposes  other  than  evaluating  an  owner's  estate,  with 
the  owner  dying  years  later).  In  these  cases,  other  information,  such  as 
the  date  of  the  inventory,  is  used  to  determine  the  place  of  a  book-list  in 
PLRE  order.  An  explanation  of  the  determining  date  is  parenthetically 
appended  to  each  owner's  name  in  the  Table  of  Contents.  For  more 
complete  information  about  the  owners'  dates  of  deaths,  wills,  and  inven- 
tories, readers  are  directed  to  the  individual  introductions  and  to  the 
PLRE  database. 

Introduction.  Each  book-list  is  preceded  by  an  introductory  essay  treat- 
ing biographical  and  bibliographical  matters  relating  to  the  owner  and 
the  collection.  The  introduction  is  not  intended  to  provide  a  complete 
analysis  of  the  book-list,  and  even  less  a  full  study  of  the  owner's  life. 
Except  where  two  dates  are  provided  (e.g.,  25  February  1587/88),  all 
dates  are  given  in  new  style. 
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Names  of  owners  have  been  regularized  according  to  modern  forms 
with,  in  many  cases,  variant  spellings  provided.  Such  alternate  forms  are 
derived  from  published  sources  such  as  BRUO,  BRU02,  and  Alumni 
Oxonienses;  whenever  the  form  given  in  BRUO  or  BRU02  (the  standard 
authorities  on  members  of  Oxford  University  to  1540)  differs  from  the 
adopted  PLRE  form,  it  is  listed  first  among  the  variants  and  identified. 
The  name  of  the  owner  at  the  head  of  the  introduction  is  followed  by: 
the  owner's  profession  and  appropriate  academic  degrees  (if  any),  the 
kind  of  source  the  list  of  books  is  taken  from  (inventory,  receipt,  will, 
etc.),  and  the  date  of  that  book-list. 

For  nearly  all  of  these  Oxford  men  happening  to  die  in  residence  at 
whatever  stage  of  their  academic  career,  PLRE  has  chosen  to  use  the  ge- 
neric term  "scholar"  to  indicate  their  presumed  avocations  at  the  time  of 
death  and  to  distinguish  graduates  still  at  the  University  from  those  who 
had  gone  out  into  the  world.  Most  of  them  would  have  been  at  least  in 
minor  orders,  and  a  good  many  of  them  supported  in  their  studies  by 
the  revenue  of  one  or  more  benefices,  but  they  are  not  here  designated 
"clerics"  except  where  there  is  some  evidence  that  they  were  actively 
serving  a  cure.  (Similarly,  medical  graduates  are  not  designated 
"physician"  in  the  absence  of  evidence  for  their  actually  having  practiced 
as  such.)  Instead  their  status  is  indicated  either  by  the  term  "student," 
for  those  who  had  not  yet  graduated,  or  by  their  degree  or  degrees.  A 
Doctor  of  Theology  who  had  pursued  the  conventional  course  would 
previously  have  graduated  B.A.,  M.A.,  and  B.Th.  The  dates,  and  any 
other  details,  of  these  earlier  degrees  will,  when  documented,  be  found 
in  the  introductions  to  each  list,  but  in  the  headings  the  senior  degree 
sJone  will  usually  be  found.  Two  degrees  are  given  where  neither  is  sig- 
nificantly senior  to  the  other  (as  in  the  case  of  a  Doctor  of  both  Civil  and 
Canon  Law),  where  more  than  one  senior  Faculty  is  involved  (as  in  the 
case  of  a  theologian  having  also  qualified  in  Canon  Law),  or  when  hold- 
ing certain  degrees  together  indicates  the  exercise  of  an  option  (it  was, 
for  example,  possible  to  proceed  to  medical  degrees  either  via  the  arts 
course  or  not:  where  a  Bachelor  of  Medicine  had  previously  graduated 
M.A.,  both  degrees  are  shown). 

Classmarks  and  Transcriptions.  The  Bodleian  classmark  of  the  docu- 
ment containing  the  book-list  and  the  source  of  any  previously  published 
transcriptions  of  the  list  are  appended  to  the  introduction. 

Reference  List.  Placed  between  the  introduction  and  the  annotated  en- 
tries and  serving  both,  a  reference  list  provides  a  bibliography  of  works 
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cited  in  each  (except  for  the  sources  found  in  the  Common  Abbrevi- 
ations). The  form  used  in  the  reference  list  is  the  Author-Date  System  of 
the  Chicago  Manual  of  Style,  13th  ed.,  1982.  399-435. 

The  List  of  Books.  The  book-list  is  presented,  with  clarifying  emenda- 
tions, as  it  appears  in  the  manuscript.  Each  entry  is  preceded  by  its 
assigned  PLRE  Number. 

Entries.  Each  entry  is  composed  of  some  or  all  of  the  following:^

PLRE  Number.  A  PLRE  Number  is  always  composed  of  at  least  two  num- 
bers separated  by  a  period.  The  number  preceding  the  period  identifies 
the  place  of  the  book-list  within  the  PLRE  catalogue,  and  the  number  fol- 
lowing the  period  identifies  the  individual  entries  within  that  book-list. 
Thus,  the  forty-seventh  item  in  the  third  book-list  published  in  PLRE  is 
assigned  3.47.  A  PLRE  Number  that  carries  an  extension  (beginning  with 
a  colon)  identifies  an  entry  in  the  book-list  that  represents  two  or  more 
works.  If  published  separately,  the  works  are  assigned  numeric  exten- 
sions (e.g.,  3.48:1  and  3.48:2);  if  published  together  in  one  volume,  they 
are  assigned  letters  (e.g.,  3. 49: A  and  3.49:B).  Entries  that  contain  uniden- 
tified multiple  works  are  assigned  an  appropriate  range  extension  (e.g., 
3.50:1-4  would  be  used  to  identify  "four  bookes  of  verse").  If  the  num- 
ber of  works  listed  is  unknown,  the  extension  given  is  "multiple"  (e.g., 
3.51  multiple  would  be  used  to  identify  "divers  small  bookes").  PLRE 
numbers  in  APND  lists  are  preceded  by  Ad,  as  in  Ad4.36. 

Book-list  entry.  Within  certain  limits,  book-lists  are  transcribed  to  reproduce 
as  faithfully  as  possible  the  entries  as  they  appear  in  the  manuscript.  The 
letters  u/v  and  i/j  are  regularized  and  modernized,  and  thorn  is  transcribed 
th.  Readily  identifiable  contractions  and  abbreviations  are  not  altered,  (e.g..

Damaged  or  otherwise  illegible  portions  of  the  manuscript  are  treated  simi- 
larly {e.g.,Jil  us  [to  represent  a  hole  between  the  /  and  the  u  in  the  manu- 
script] is  transcribed  2isjil*us  \filws\).  Where  an  item  is  recorded  as  an  ob- 
ject of  bequest  in  a  Latin  will,  its  accusative  form  is  retained. 

Name  of  author  (alternative  name  of  author).  Names  are  STG  forms;  for 
names  not  appearing  in  the  STG,  forms  are  taken  from  a  list  of  Uniform 
Names  developed  by  PLRE.  Uniformity,  as  well  as  ease  of  recognition,  is 
the  goal  of  PLRE  in  establishing  names.  But  1)  in  cases  where  the  estab- 
lished name  differs  from  the  form  in  the  entry  and  may  cause  confusion 
for  the  user,  and  2)  in  cases  where  two  different  forms  make  virtually 
equal  claims  for  recognition  among  scholars,  parenthetical  alternative 
forms  are  given.  Examples:  Nicolas  Des  Gallars  is  followed  by  (Nicolaus 
SaHcetus),John  Holywood  by  (Joannes  Sacrobosco),  and  Nicolaus  Tudeschis  by 
(Panormitanvs), 

On  occasion,  the  name  of  an  editor  will  appear  in  this  place,  his  role 
appropriately  identified.  Unidentified  is  used  when  the  author  cannot  be 
identified  from  the  entry  (which  is  different  from  an  identified  work 
having  been  published  anonymously). 

Title  of  work.  The  title  of  a  work  (short  title,  usually  terminating  with  the 
first  full  stop)  is  entered  when  known.  Often,  however,  the  precise  title 
is  impossible  to  determine  from  the  truncated  and  abbreviated  entries 
commonly  found  in  early  book-lists.  Further,  the  standard  bibliographical 
sources  (e.g.,  BL,  Goff,  Adams),  on  which  Contributing  Editors  usually 
depend  for  determining  titles,  frequendy  modify  the  actual  titles.  The 
main  principle  here,  then,  must  be  to  identify  the  work  rather  than  a  par- 
ticular title,  especially  when  a  work  has  gone  through  several  editions 
with  varied  titles.  As  with  names,  uniformity  is  essential  if  titles  in  the 
PLRE  database  are  to  be  selected  for  analysis.  Accordingly,  a  Uniform 
Tides  list  has  been  developed  by  PLRE  along  the  following  principles:  1) 
a  work  that  exists  in  a  single  edition  is  identified  by  its  short  title;  2)  a 
work  that  exists  in  two  or  more  editions  that  bear  only  slightly  varying 
titles  is  identified  by  one  of  these  titles;  3)  a  work  that  exists  in  several 
editions  with  widely  varied  titles  is  identified  by  an  artificial  title,  a)  in  a 
construction  to  reflect  one  or  more  of  the  existing  titles,  but  b)  often  in 
a  construction  designed  to  describe  the  work  without  any  attempt  to 
simulate  a  title.  Artificial  titles  are  always  enclosed  in  square  brackets. 
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Livy's  [Historiae  Romanae  decades]  is  an  example  of  the  first  kind  of  arti- 
ficial title  mentioned  above  (3a),  and  [Aristotle-Ethica:  commentary]  by 
Walter  Burley  is  an  example  of  the  latter  (3b).  Unidentified  is  provided 
when  the  precise  work  represented  by  the  entry  cannot  be  determined. 

Other  contributors.  The  names  of  translators,  editors,  compilers,  and  illus- 
trators (their  contributions  appropriately  described)  are  found  here.  The 
forms  used  follow  the  same  principles  described  in  the  section  Name  of 
author  above. 

Place  of  publication.  If  an  entry  is  identified  as  a  single  edition  of  a  single 
work,  the  city  of  publication  is  provided,  regularized  and  modernized.  If 
the  entry  represents  a  work  of  more  than  one  edition  printed  in  more  than 
one  city,  one  of  three  general  locations  is  provided:  Britain  (if  the  identified 
printing  houses  were  all  in  the  British  Isles),  Continent  (if  the  identified 
printing  houses  were  aU  located  on  the  Continent),  and  Britain  or  Continent 
(if  editions  were  known  to  have  been  issued  fi-om  different  presses  located 
in  the  British  Isles  and  on  the  Continent).  If  a  work  is  completely  unidenti- 
fied, the  phrase  Pkice  unknown  is  used;  where  the  place  of  publication  of  an 
identified  book  is  unknown,  the  phrase  Place  not  given  is  used. 

Stationer(s).  When  an  entry  represents  a  specific,  identifiable  edition, 
every  stationer  involved  in  the  publication  of  the  book  (printer,  publish- 
er, bookseller)  is  supplied.  But  since  Contributing  Editors  generally  rely 
upon  bibliographical  sources  rather  than  a  copy  of  the  identified  book 
for  this  information,  the  forms  of  presentation  differ.  Accordingly,  varied 
forms  vrill  be  found,  such  as:  "G.  Eld  for  L.  Lisle"  and  "per  Johannem 
Barbier,  expensis  Dionisii  Roce,"  but  also  the  non-distinguishing 
"George  Bishop,  Ralph  Newberie,  and  Robert  Barker'*;  the  same  station- 
er will  appear  in  various  constructions:  "ap.  J.  Dayum,"  but  elsewhere 
"John  Day"  and  "J.  Daye."  All  stationers,  however,  are  accessible  by  uni- 
form names  in  the  database. 

When  a  work  is  identified  as  having  been  published  in  a  single  city, 
but  the  precise  edition  of  several  possibilities  issued  by  different  printing 
houses  cannot  be  determined,  the  phrase  different  houses  is  given.  If  the 
place  of  publication  is  identified  as  Britain,  Continent,  or  Britain  or 
Cow/m^nf— signifying  the  impossibility  of  determining  a  precise  place  of 
publication— the  impossibility  of  determining  the  stationer  obviously  fol- 
lows and  this  section  is  left  blank.  Stationer  unknown  is  used  when  a  work 
is  completely  unidentified  or  when  the  printer,  publisher,  or  bookseller 
for  a  known  book  has  not  been  identified  by  bibliographers. 
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Date  or  range  of  dates.  If  a  precise  date  of  publication  is  known,  it  is 
provided.  If  two  or  more  editions  of  different  dates  are  possibilities, 
either  a  range  of  dates  (given  as,  for  example,  1562-1573)  or  the  phrase 
date  indeterminable  is  provided.  NOTE:  except  for  works  listed  in  the  STC 
and  in  Shaaber  (which  together  offer  for  English  authors  a  practical  com- 
prehensiveness if  not  absolute  inclusiveness)  date  ranges  must  be  under- 
stood to  be  at  best  a  guide.  The  range  represents  the  limit  known  to  the 
Contributing  Editor  who  has  consulted  a  number  of  bibliographical 
sources,  but  the  chance  that  at  least  one  earlier  or  later  edition  exists 
unknown  to  the  Contributing  Editor  remains  a  possibility.  The  same 
reservation  also  applies  to  works  presented  as  a  sole  edition,  and  doubts, 
therefore,  must  be  harbored  even  when  a  single  date  is  given.  A  work, 
however,  that  is  known  to  have  gone  through  several  editions  over 
several  years  understandably  invites  questions  about  any  attempt  to 
assign  a  date  range  with  certainty  (excepting  the  few  authors  for  whom 
comprehensive  censuses  exist).  Such  uncertainty  is  particularly  a  problem 
with  authors  who  were  widely  published  during  this  period  (Aristotle, 
Saint  Augustine,  Cicero,  Duns,  Scottis,  Peter  Lombard,  and  Virgil,  to 
name  but  a  few). 

STC  status.  A  variety  of  self-explanatory  phrases  appear  in  this  section,  but 
the  primary  purpose  of  this  information  is  to  identify  the  work  represented 
as  an  STC  (or  Wing)  book.  When  a  work  is  known  to  have  been  published 
both  in  England  and  on  the  Continent,  and  the  edition  cannot  be  identi- 
fied, its  STC  (or  Wing)  number  and  its  non-STC  status  are  both  cited.  If, 
however,  an  entry  is  unidentified,  nothing  can  be  determined  about  its 
place  of  publication;  therefore,  the  phrase  STC/nonSTC  status  unknown  is 
used.  When  a  work  issued  in  more  than  one  edition  is  identified  as  an  STC 
(or  Wing)  book,  but  the  precise  edition  cannot  be  determined,  only  the 
first  possible  STC  (or  Wing)  number  is  given,  and  et  seq.  is  appended. 

Here  also  is  indicated  whether  an  entry  is  considered  to  be  something 
other  than  a  printed  book,  e.g.,  a  manuscript  or  a  book  of  blank  leaves 
intended  for  use  as  a  notebook.  An  entry  is  assumed  to  be  a  printed  book 
unless  clear  evidence  is  provided  to  the  contrary  (the  use  of  terms  and 
phrases  such  as  scriptus,  books  of  parchment^  -written  sermons,  or  a  book  of  clean 
paper). 

Annotations.  Here  Contributing  Editors  furnish  whatever  information  they 
believe  will  be  useful  and  instructive  in  connection  with  the  entry.  All 
citations  are  abbreviated  according  to  the  Chicago  Manual  of  Style's  Author- 
Date  System  (Chapter  15);  full  bibliographical  sources  are  found  in  the 
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Common  Abbreviations  and  in  the  Reference  Lists  appended  to  the 
individual  introductions  to  book-lists. 

Language(s).  The  language  (or  languages)  of  the  book  is  given  here.  If  mul- 
tiple, the  languages  are  listed,  without  punctuation,  in  alphabetical  order 
and  in  the  order  of  probability.  Thus,  English  Greek  Latin  will  be  found  if  all 
are  known  to  have  been  employed,  but  Latin  Greek  (probable)  English  (per- 
haps) when  doubts  of  varying  degrees  exist.  Sometimes  the  word  **or,"  ex- 
pressing further  doubt  about  which  language  was  employed,  is  entered. 
Thus,  English  (probable)  or  Latin  (perhaps)  will  be  found. 

Cost  or  appraised  value  and  date  of  same.  Either  1)  the  amount  the  owner  paid 
for  the  book  represented  or  2)  its  appraised  value  as  estimated  by  the 
compiler  of  the  book-list  is  furnished  here;  the  date  when  the  amount  was 
paid  or  when  the  appraisal  was  made  is  usually  limited  to  a  year,  which 
always  precedes  the  day  and  month  when  they  are  given. 

Current  location  of  the  book.  This  information  is  restricted  to  the  physical 
book  cited  in  the  book-list  and  should  not  be  misunderstood  to  identify 
locations  of  other  copies  of  the  book.  Whenever  possible,  the  repositories 
are  cited  as  they  appear  in  the  STC  (l:xlix-M),  identified  by  name,  not  by 
symbol

John  Bowerman  (Bomeman,  Boreman,  Boureman,  Bourman,  Bowreman)  was 
elected  a  Fellow  of  Oriel  College  on  4  April  1503,  supplicated  for  his  M.A.  on 
25  October  1506,  and  proceeded  to  that  degree  and  to  the  B.C.L.  in  July 
1507.  His  will,  dated  August  1507,  was  proved  on  19  November  of  that  year 
(BRUO,  235),  and  probably  administered  by  his  brother,  William.

William  Chantry  (Chantre  [BRUO],  Chauntre,  Chawntre),  B.A.,  was  admitted 
a  Fellow  of  Lincoln  College  in  Michaelmas  Term  1505,  died  in  August  1507, 
and  was  buried  at  All  Saints',  Oxford  (BRUO,  388).  Chantiy's  will  was  dated 
22  August  1507  and  proved  on  2  September.  His  executor,  Richard  Cart- 
wright,  M.A.,  Fellow  of  Oriel  from  1502  to  1506,  was  Fellow  and  Bursar  of 
Lincoln  from  1507.  In  1508  Cartwright  became  the  Curate  of  St.  Mary's  and 
was  clearly  a  widely  trusted  individual,  serving  very  frequently  as  a  witness  or 
executor  of  the  wills  of  both  townsmen  and  scholars  in  the  early  1500s. 

The  three  Aristotle  texts  listed  were  standard  for  the  M.A.  syllabus.  Two  of 
them  (along  with  Chantry's  horse)  were  left  to  Nicholas  Cartwright,  B.A.,  Fel- 
low of  Magdalen  from  1507/8,  lecturer  there  in  natural  philosophy  in  1517 
and  in  moral  philosophy,  1518-1520  and  1526-1527;  he  also  served  intermit- 
tently as  Bursar  between  1522  and  1530.  His  university  offices  included  those 
of  Chancellor's  commissary,  1536,  and  Pro-Vice-Chancellor,  1537-1538.  He 
was  one  of  Peter  Martyr's  supporters  in  the  great  debate  of  1549,  but  was  se- 
lected by  the  authorities  to  dispute  with  Latimer  in  1554  (BRU02,  105-6).

William  Gofton  (Gofftun'  [BRUO],  Goffton  [BRU02],  Goston)  was  Scholar  of 
Civil  Law  in  June  1505  and  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  by  1507  when  he  died. 
Administration  of  his  estate  was  granted  to  Robert  Lawson,  M.A.,  of  Durham 
College  (BRU02,  237),  between  19  August  and  2  September  1507. 

This  legal  collection  was  typical  of  a  late  fifteenth-century  civil  lawyer, 
comprising  legal  dictionaries,  the  Institutes  of  Justinian,  texts  of  and  com- 
mentaries upon  Bartolus  and  Baldus,  books  of  cases,  precedents  of  legal 
practice,  and  constitutions.

Thomas  Quarrendon,  (Quaryndene  [BRUO],  Quaringdon,  Quaryngdon, 
Qwarendon),  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law,  financed  his  studies  from  the  rectory  of 
Ridley,  Kent  (I496-I507),  and  the  vicarage  of  Wing,  Buckinghamshire  (1498- 
1507).  He  had  also  held  briefly  (1502-1503)  the  rectory  of  Barby,  Northamp- 
tonshire. He  died  intestate  in  Exeter  College  by  January  1507  (BRUO,  1537) 
since  administration  of  his  estate  was  granted  on  or  about  11  January  1507  to 
Richard  Cartwright,  M.A.  (see  the  introduction  to  PLRE  6).  His  goods  were 
appraised  by  Gerard  Raffe,  M.A.,  and  George  Dawn,  Scholar  in  Civil  Law, 
both  of  Exeter  College. 

Quarrendon's  collection,  though  small,  was  eclectic,  ranging  from  biblical 
texts  and  commentaries  to  works  of  theology,  sermons,  liturgies  and  rites, 
works  of  casuistry  and  philosophy,  editions  of  civil  and  canon  law  texts, 
grammars,  and  a  book  of  classical  drama.

John  Morcote  (Morcott  [BRUO],  Morcot,  Morecot,  Morecott,  Morkot, 
Murcote)  was  a  scholar  of  Magdalen  College  in  1502,  a  Bachelor  Fellow  in 
1502/3,  a  Fellow  by  1506/7,  and  College  Lector  in  Logic  from  1502  to  1507. 
He  graduated  M.A.  In  1506  and  died  at  Beam  Hall  (opposite  Merton)  in  1508 
(BRUO,  1301).  In  1506  he  had  been  the  executor  of  the  will  of  Robert  Tehy, 
M.A.  and  D.Th.  of  Magdalen  and,  perhaps  intermittently,  Commissary  of  the 
University  from  1504  until  his  death  (will  proved,  PCC,  13  Adeane,  22 
November  1506). 

Tehy,  who  held  several  valuable  livings,  left  205.  to  Magdalen  College 
Library,  £3  to  Hereford  Cathedral  for  a  cope,  and,  to  his  executor,  his  logic 
and  philosophy  books.  It  is  likely,  then,  that  Morcote's  quite  substantial  library 
consisted  largely  of  his  inheritance  from  the  older  Tehy.  Three  books, 
however,  Tehy  had  bequeathed  separately:  a  Summa  viciorum,  a  Memoriale 
presbiterorum,  and  Penaforte's  Summa,  which  were  to  go  to  the  senior  fellow  of 
Magdalen  and  his  successors  (BRUO,  1854).  All  three  appear  to  feature  in 
Morcote's  library  (13.58,  13.68,  and  13.70,  respectively).  Whether  this  suggests 
that  Morcote  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  early  1508  was,  or  claimed  to  be,  the 
senior  fellow,  or  that  he  was  less  than  entirely  scrupulous  as  an  executor,  is 
hard  to  say.

Robert  Mychegood  (Mychegood,  Roland  [BRU02];  Muchgoode,  Mychegoode) 
made  out  his  will  in  August  1508,  and  probate  was  granted  in  January  1509. 
These  dates  are  confused  in  BRU02  (410),  which  gives  1507  as  the  year  of 
Mychegood's  death  and  c.  September  1507  as  the  date  of  the  inventory  of  his 
goods,  including  eight  books,  being  registered  in  the  Chancellor's  Court  at 
Oxford  {BRU02,  410).  Mychegood  had  a  chamber  in  St.  Frideswide's  Priory, 
Oxford,  and  witnesses  to  his  will  were  residents  of  the  Priory.  It  seems  likely, 
therefore,  evidence  lacking  to  the  contrary,  that  the  owner  of  the  following 
books  was  a  cleric,  although  Emden  lists  him  as  "probably  law  student" 
(BRU02,  410).  Mychegood  was  apparently  related  to  Henry  Muchgoode,  Su- 
perior Bedel  of  Divinity  in  the  University,  who  died  in  about  1501  (Griffiths 
1862,  44).  For  Henry,  see  BRUO,  1286. 

Mychegood's  collection  of  books,  though  modest,  represents  an  interesting 
range,  comprising  a  book  of  sermons,  two  psalters,  a  prayer  book,  works  of 
canon  and  civil  law,  a  commentary  on  Ovid,  and  a  history  of  the  world.

A  York- 
shireman,  he  was  ordained  subdeacon  to  the  tide  of  Osney  Abbey,  Oxford,  in 
February  1499,  and  priest  to  the  same  dtle  the  following  month.  In  1505  (the 
same  year  in  which  he  incorporated  as  M.A.)  he  was  elected  to  a  fellowship  at 
Lincoln  College,  and  served  as  Bursar  from  1506  to  1507  (BRUO,  2070). 

His  collection  of  thirteen  books,  mostly  in  Latin  and  published  on  the 
Continent,  cover  the  areas  of  law,  philosophy,  theology,  and  literature.

Nicholas  Rawson  (Rauson)  held  the  M.A.  by  1497,  and  after  studying  logic, 
philosophy,  and  theology  for  ten  years,  supplicated,  in  1508,  for  the  B.Th.  He 
became  Rector  of  Tiffield,  Northants.,  in  1497  and  of  Chilton,  Berkshire,  in 
1502.  Elected  Fellow  of  Lincoln  College,  Oxford,  in  1501  (where  he  served  as 
Bursar  from  1501  to  1503),  he  retained  that  and  the  Chilton  living  until  his 
death  in  1511  (BRUO,  1553). 

Given  his  academic  status,  Rawson  could  have  been  expected  to  own  more 
books  than  are  represented  in  this  list.

John  Robinson  (Robynson  [BRU02]),  after  taking  the' M.A.  by  1510,  was 
Fellow  of  Balliol  College,  Oxford,  1510-1511  (BRU02,  488),  and  should  not 
be  confused  with  the  John  Robinson  who  died  in  1508  (q.v.,  PLRE  15). 

The  small  collection  of  books  in  Robinson's  inventory  gives  evidence,  ac- 
cording to  Ker  (474),  that  despite  the  small  number  of  works  owned  by  young 
scholars,  the  volumes  were  sometimes  valuable  books  (see  21.1  and  21.2).  Rob- 
inson's books  reflect  theological  interests;  Bonaventura,  Scotus,  and  Lyra  were 
all  Franciscans,  which  collection  suggests  marked  Scotist  sympathies.

John  Rothley  (Aotheley,  Rotheley),  a  member  of  New  Inn  Hall,  was  admitted 
both  B.Cn.L.  and  B.C.L.  in  1510,  by  which  year  he  was  in  priest's  orders.  He 
is  described  as  having  been  deceased  by  September  1511,  when  his  goods 
were  sold  to  John  Susan,  Rector  of  Bideford,  Devon  (BRU02,  548),  but 
elsewhere  BRU02  gives  his  year  of  death  as  1512  (493).  Alumni  Oxonienses  has 
Rothley  as  Rector  of  Alresford,  Essex,  in  1521,  but  surely  this  is  in  error  since 
Susan,  who  had  received  Rothley's  goods,  was  dead  by  April  1514  (BRU02, 
548). 

Whenever  Rothley  died,  this  inventory  of  his  effects,  which  contains  over 
two  dozen  books,  was  taken  in  1507  (BRU02,  736)  for  a  purpose  not  now 
known.  The  books  include  a  variety  of  classical  texts  in  addidon  to  the  legal 
works  that  he  could  have  been  expected  to  have  owned  as  a  member  of  one 
of  the  chief  academic  halls,  one  specializing  in  the  study  of  law,  both  canon 
and  civil.  The  presence  of  Persius,  Horace,  and  Juvenal  among  them  seems  to 
indicate  a  taste  for  satire.

William  Bidnell  (Bydnell  [BRU02],  Bednell,  Bydnal)  determined  B.A.  in  1509, 
incepted  MA.  in  1512,  and  was  Fellow  of  University  College,  Oxford,  from 
1510  until  his  death  in  November  1512  {BRU02,  92). 

The  philosophy  of  Aristotle,  with  his  later  commentators,  such  as  Albertus 
Magnus,  dominates  this  small  list,  unsurprisingly,  since  these  constituted  the 
staple  reading  for  the  MA.  degree  at  the  close  of  the  Middle  Ages.  The  de- 
mand for  such  texts  in  Oxford  may  account  for  the  small  printing  industry  in 
nearby  St.  Albans,  one  of  whose  products  may  perhaps  feature  in  Bidnell's 
library  (see  23.7).  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  presence  here  of  the  con- 
temporary Italian  commentator,  Caietanus,  de  Thienis.

1:309).  A.B.  Emden  (BRU02,  132)  names  two  Robert  Collins  (Colyns)  who  ai> 
pear  in  Oxford  records  at  this  time,  but  neither  appears  connected  with  All 
Souls'.  While  this  Robert  CoUins's  interests,  if  this  document  is  an  accurate  indi- 
cation, extended  to  the  theology  of  Duns,  Scotus,  they  also  focused  on  several 
highly  regarded  Latin  authors,  namely  Cicero,  Virgil,  Lucan,  and  Sallust.

The  book-list  of  John  Balyn  (Balam,  Valyn  [both  BRU02])  is  clearly  that  of  a 
student  who  has  just  graduated  B.A.,  and  has  neither  disposed  of  his  B.A. 
course-books,  nor  acquired  many  needed  for  the  MA.  course.  This,  therefore, 
makes  attractive  the  identification  of  Balyn  (misread  by  Emden  as  "Valyn"  so 
that  the  details  of  probate  following  his  death  in  1513  [BRU02,  590]  are 
divorced  from  those  of  Balyn 's  career)  with  the  John  Balam  who  was  admitted 
B.A.  on  24  January  1513  and  determined  later  that  term  (BRU02,  21). 
Following  Emden,  Ker  (475)  and  McConica  (702)  also  refer  to  Balyn  as  Valyn.

course-books,  nor  acquired  many  needed  for  the  M.A.  course.  This,  therefore, 
makes  attractive  the  identification  of  Balyn  (misread  by  Emden  as  "Valyn"  so 
that  the  details  of  probate  following  his  death  in  1513  [BRU02,  590]  are 
divorced  from  those  of  Balyn 's  career)  with  the  John  Balam  who  was  admitted 
B.A.  on  24  January  1513  and  determined  later  that  term  (BRU02,  21). 
Following  Emden,  Ker  (475)  and  McConica  (702)  also  refer  to  Balyn  as  Valyn.

Administration  of  the  will  of  George  Chastelain  (Castellanus,  Chastellaine)  was 
granted  in  the  Chancellor's  Court  at  Oxford  on  3  October  1513.  A  stationer  at 
London  and  Oxford,  Chastelain  is  fii"st  mentioned  in  the  colophon  of  an  edition 
of  the  Informatio  puerorum  printed  for  him  at  London  about  1500  (Duff  [1905] 
1948,  26).  In  June  1502,  he  was  admitted  to  the  privilege  of  the  University,  per- 
haps to  use  the  Chancellor's  Court  in  order  to  collect  debts  (Pollard  1970,  211). 
On  the  tide  page  of  an  edition  of  the  Prindpia  of  Peregrinus  de  Lugo  printed  for 
him  in  1506  (Madan  1:11),  Chastelain  is  described  as  living  in  Oxford  at  the  sign 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  next  door  to  St.  Mary's  Hall  on  the  High  Street 
(Pollard  1970,  211).  Between  1507-1510  he  bound  books  for  Magdalen  College 
(Duff  [1905]  1948,  26).  Known  as  the  Fruit  and  Flower  Binder,  Chastelain  is  re^ 
sponsible  for  at  least  thirty-eight  bindings,  the  earliest  in  a  work  printed  in  1491, 
the  latest  given  to  Durham  the  year  of  his  death  (Pollard  1970,  211). 

Chastelain's  goods  were  valued  by  William  Howbergh,  the  University  Sta- 
tioner, and  by  Richard  Pate,  the  estate  being  administered  by  Henry  Jacobi,  a 
stationer,  and  Richard  Wutton,  Senior  Beadle  of  Divinity  (Duff  [1905]  1948, 
26-27).  The  general  nature  of  the  inventory  entry  precludes  any  detailed 
knowledge  of  his  books,  most  of  which  presumably  reflected  (whatever 
Chastelain's  personal  interests)  the  demands  of  his  trade.

John  Hartburn  (Alborne,  Harburn,  Hatburn,  Hertburn),  a  Fellow  of  University

1511,  he  was  admitted  as  a  Fellow  of  University  College,  having  been  granted 
the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  the  same  year.  He  incepted  for  the  Master  of  Arts 
degree  4  July  1512  {BRU02,  271). 

Pace  Emden  (BRU02,  271),  Hartburn  owned  more  than  one  book.  The 
ordinal  (27.2)  in  his  collection  indicates  his  religious  vocation,  while  the  other 
three  books  (27.1:1-3)— all  of  them  medieval  commentaries  on  works  by 
Aristotle— suggest  the  scholastic  basis  of  Hartburn 's  training  and  interests.

William  Balborough  (Balbarow,  Balbeury,  Balboro,  Balborogh,  Balboury,  Balbo- 
row,  Balborowe,  Balborowgh,  Balborugh,  Balbrohe,  Balbrow,  Balburo,  Balbu- 
row),  admitted  a  Fellow  of  All  Souls'  College,  Oxford,  in  1500  and  Law  Bursar 
there  from  1508  to  1511,  received  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  (by 
1503)  and  Bachelor  of  Canon  Law  (1507).  He  supplicated  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Civil  Law  on  29  January  1508  and  for  the  Doctor  of  Canon  Law  on 
10  May  1510.  Balborough  is  recorded  as  Principal  of  St.  Mildred  Hall  on  his 
appointment  as  Principal  of  New  Inn  Hall  from  1510.  He  was  Vicar  of 
Lyminge,  Kent,  in  1513  and  of  Preston,  Dorset,  in  September  1514.  He  died 
in  November  1514  (BRUO,  95). 

Balborough's  will,  dated  23  October,  was  proved  11  December  1514  by 
Agnes  Wayte.  The  books  listed  in  the  inventory— with  the  exception  of  a 
volume  "aut  Servii  aut  Donati"  (29.17)— are  civil  and  canon  law  texts  and  com- 
mentaries, appropriate  texts  for  one,  like  Balborough,  who  was  active  in  the 
Chancellor's  and  other  courts  in  Oxford.  The  presence  of  "secundo  folio" 
designations  for  the  entries  suggests  that  the  Balborough  collection  contained 
manuscripts,  but  this  form  of  citation  proves  to  have  been  applied,  in  this  in- 
ventory, to  printed  books  (see  Ker,  475).  Scholars  working  in  various  libraries, 
as  acknowledged  in  the  notes,  were  able  to  identify  the  editions.

William  Dewer  (Dewar,  Dewre,  de  Dwyre,  Dwyer)  died  before  10  August  1514, 
when  his  will  was  proved.  On  23  December  1513,  he  was  sponsored  by  the 
Bursar  as  a  Scholar  of  Canon  Law  at  All  Souls'  College,  Oxford.  From  28  June 
1514  until  his  death,  he  was  the  Principal  of  Beef  Hall.  Originally  from 
Ireland,  Dewer  requested  burial  in  Black  Friars,  Oxford,  before  the  statue  of 
Saint  Patrick  (BRU02,  169). 

His  inventory  includes  a  copy  of  the  Summa  Angelica  (30.6),  so  named  from 
its  author,  Angelus  de  Clavasio.  A  widely  used  dicdonary  of  moral  philosophy, 
it  was  composed  "pro  utilitate  confessariorum  et  eorum  qui  cupiunt  laudabiliter 
vivere"  {Catholic  Encyclopedia).  Luther  detested  the  work  and  consigned  it  to 
the  flames  at  Wittenburg  in  1520,  along  with  the  bull  of  his  excommunication, 
a  collecdon  of  the  Decretals,  and  Aquinas's  Summa  theologiae  {New  Catholic 
Encyclopedia).  The  Summa  Angelica  aside,  the  rest  of  Dewer's  collecdon,  all 
from  his  will,  is  exclusively  legal  in  character.  The  majority  of  his  books  deal 
with  canon  law— including  commentaries  by  Joannes  Andreae  (known  as  "fons  et 
tuba  juris"  [Aureliensis,  1:528]),  and  Nicolaus  Tudeschis,  die  best  canonist  of  his 
age— and  remind  us  of  the  place  of  this  subject  in  Oxford,  especially  in  die  halls, 
before  the  Reformation.  Dewer's  bequests  are  mosdy  to  individuals  (30.2-5),  but 
an  unidentified  group  of  law  books— along  with  works  by  Tudeschis  and  Imola— is 
bequeathed  to  die  ''monasterio  sancte  crucis  dice'  Chassell  in  Hibemia"  identified 
in  BRU02  (169)  as  die  Abbey  of  Holy  Cross,  Tipperary  (30.1:1-5)

As  his  name  and  college  indicate,  Lionel  Jackson  was  a  Northerner,  from  the 
diocese  of  Carlisle.  Ordained  and  made  Fellow  of  Balliol  in  1505,  he  incepted 
M.A.  on  12  February  1509,  the  same  year  he  became  Bursar.  He  died  in  1514, 
leaving  five  books  to  the  Sherburn  Hospital  near  Durham,  a  foundation  of  the 
twelfth  century;  two  books  to  the  parish  church  at  Bratdeby,  a  parish  in  the 
vicinity  of  Durham  (BRU02,  314);  one  book  to  Leonard  Hutchinson,  an 
executor  of  his  will,  who  was  from  the  diocese  of  Durham  and  had  a  distin- 
guished career  at  Oxford  (BRU02,  302-3);  and  another  to  a  second  executor, 
Thomas  Cook,  an  Oxonian  of  uncertain  identity.  The  rest  of  his  books  he  left 
to  Balliol  College. 

His  library,  or  the  portion  of  it  listed  below,  reflects  a  wide  if  typical  range 
of  interest.  There  are  service  books  for  the  Mass  and  Divine  Office,  a  Vulgate 
Bible,  and  collections  of  sermons.  But  an  interest  in  philosophy,  theology,  and 
logic  is  also  clearly  discernible  as  is  a  striving  for  Latin  eloquence.  Virgil  and 
Terence  are  the  only  classical  authors  represented,  but  many  late  medieval 
authors  are  found  among  Jackson's  books. 

The  majority  of  Jackson's  books  were  bequeathed  to  Balliol  College  (33.3- 
5,  33.7,  33.12-31),  but  according  to  James  Armstrong,  Modern  Manuscripts 
Assistant  at  Balliol,  none  is  currently  in  the  college  library.  Further,  although 
Jackson  is  listed  in  the  "Rotulus  Benefactorum,"  record  of  his  bequest  of 
books  does  not  appear  in  the  Library  Benefactions  book,  nor,  according  to 
Armstrong,  do  any  of  Jackson's  books  appear  to  be  listed  in  the  "catalogus 
impressorum  librorum  in  Bibliotheca  Baliolensis"  (dated  12  October  1709). 
The  reason  or  reasons  for  their  not  arriving  at  Balliol,  or  if  they  did  find  their 
way  to  the  college  library,  for  their  not  being  there  today,  can  only  be  conjec- 
tured.

John  Kyffen  (Kyffyn  [BRUO],  Kiffin)  was  rector  of  St.  Aldate's,  Oxford,  and 
scholar  of  Hinksey  Hall  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1514.  After  studying  both 
laws  for  seven  years,  he  was  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Canon  Law 
in  1507.  In  that  year  also  he  became  rector  of  St.  Aldate's,  having  been  in 
priest's  orders  since  before  1505  (BRUO,  1067). 

The  books  in  his  possession  at  the  time  of  his  death,  most  of  which  were  in 
Latin  and  printed  abroad,  reflect  Kyffen's  interest  in  canon  and  civil  law. 
Although  itemized  for  probate,  the  inventory's  final  seven  titles  do  not  bear 
valuations.

William  Lilbourn  (Lilburne  [BRUO],  Lilborn,  Lilborne,  Lilburn,  Lillebum, 
Linborne,  Lylbom,  Lylborne,  Lynborne,  Lynburne),  a  Fellow  at  Lincoln  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  died  intestate,  his  effects  being  administered  4  December  1514. 
Originally  from  Naseby,  Northants.,  Lilbourn  first  appears  as  a  scholar  at  Mag- 
dalen Hall  in  Michaelmas  Term  1501.  In  Easter  Term  1504,  he  was  a  scholar 
at  St.  Laurence  Hall  and  about  November  1505  was  admitted  as  a  Fellow  of 
Lincoln  College.  In  1502  he  was  granted  the  B.A.  On  29  April  1506  he  suppli- 
cated for  an  M.A.,  for  which  he  was  licensed  28  June  and  which  was  dispensed 
4  December  1506.  By  1510  he  had  vacated  a  chaplainship  at  St.  Helen's  chant- 
ry, Croft,  Lines.  (BRUO,  1146-47). 

Lilbourn 's  collection  is  touched  by  Renaissance  humanist  scholarship  with 
the  edition,  done  by  Philippus  Beroaldus  [the  Elder)  and/or  Antonius  Sabelli- 
cus,  of  Suetonius's  De  vita  Caesarum  (35.3)  and  includes  Jacobus  Faber,  Stapu- 
lensis's  edition  of  the  Theologia  (35.6)  of  John,  of  Damascus.

He  was  admitted  to  the  minor  orders  of  exorcist  and  subdeacon 
in  1508.  The  following  year  he  became  a  Fellow  of  University  College,  and 
assumed  the  office  of  Bursar  the  year  before  his  death  (BRU02,  563-64). 

His  collection  demonstrates  a  wide-ranging  interest  in  theology,  philosophy, 
logic,  and  science,  despite  its  "stricdy  medieval"  (McConica,  702)  character. 
Several  of  his  books  he  bequeathed  to  individuals  and  to  University  College.

6d,  while  the  debts  he  owed  plus  the  expenses  of  his  executor  amounted  to 
£19  18s.  This  allowed  a  payment  to  creditors  of  10s  6d  in  the  pound,  leaving 
a  residue  of  two  pence,  three  farthings. 

Accordingly,  Purfrey's  canon  law  course  (39.1)  and  Tudeschis's  commen- 
tary on  the  Decretales  (39.2)  were  allowed  to  two  of  his  principal  creditors, 
"magister  Dokat"  (William  Duckett,  Bachelor  of  both  laws  [BRU02,  178])  and 
"magister  doctor  Boner"  (probably  Edmund  Bonner,  D.C.L.,  the  future 
chaplain  to  Wolsey  and  notorious  Bishop  of  London  under  Mary  [BRU02, 
57-59  and  DNB]),  whose  names  were  entered  before  those  items.  As  an 
afterthought,  the  name  of  his  brother  and  executor,  Hugh,  was  appended 
against  the  Bartolus  (39.3)  and  the  civil  course  (39.4).  Anthony  Purfrey's 
recorded  debts  included  several  to  his  family. 

Purfrey's  library  consisted  almost  entirely  of  large  and  valuable  law  books 
(see  Ker  [474-75]  for  a  comment  on  their  expensiveness).  It  was  the  most 
costly  of  them  (39.3  and  39.4)  that  went  to  his  younger  brother  Hugh,  who 
had  become  a  scholar  at  Broadgates  Hall  in  May  1527,  eventually  migrating  to 
Hinksey  Hall,  and  supplicating  for  bachelors  degrees  in  canon  law  and  civil 
law  in  July  1534  (BRU02,  467).  By  taking  the  B.Cn.L.  in  1534,  Hugh  was 
among  the  last  to  receive  that  degree  in  England,  the  crown  banning  it  that 
very  year.

William  Upton  (Uptone)  incepted  M.A.  on  18  July  1519,  and  subsequently 
studied  theology.  As  a  Fellow  of  Oriel,  he  was  Collector  of  University  Rents  in 
1520,  Junior  Treasurer  of  the  College  from  1522-1524,  Master  of  the  Schools 
in  1523,  Senior  Treasurer  from  1524-1526,  and  Keeper  of  the  Chichele  and 
Audley  Chest  in  1521,  1524,  and  1525.  He  became  Rector  of  Etchingham, 
Sussex,  in  February  1524  and  remained  so  until  his  death  in  1527.  His  will  is 
dated  23  April  1527  {BRU02,  588). 

In  his  will,  Upton  directed  his  executors  (his  father  Thomas  and  his  brother 
Henry)  as  follows;  "I  wyll  all  my  bokes  to  be  solde  by  myne  executours  unto 
the  beste  and  uttermoste  that  can  be  made  off  them  by  thadvyse  off  m' 
Lorgyn  [Richard  Lorgan;  see  (BRU02,  363)],  pryncipall  off  saynte  Marie  hall 
and  the  monye  so  receyved  for  them  to  be  delivered  unto  the  behofe  off 
Oryall  college  in  Oxforde."  His  books  are  not  listed.

William  Gryce  (Grice,  Gryse)  was  graduated  BA,  in  1509,  MA.  in  1514,  B.Th. 
in  1521,  and  D.Th.  in  1526.  He  was  ordained  a  subdeacon  in  1513,  admitted 
as  a  Fellow  of  Magdalen  College  in  1515,  was  Bursar  of  the  College  from  1517 
to  1520,  served  as  Junior  Dean  of  Arts  1518-1519,  Senior  Dean  of  Arts  1520- 
1522,  was  again  the  College's  Bursar  from  1524  to  1525,  and  its  Vice-President 
1525-1526.  He  also  served  as  Collator  of  University  Sermons  in  1522.  He  died 
in  1528  (BRU02,  249) 

Gryce's  estate  was  administered  by  Gregory  (or  George)  Gryce  (see 
BRU02,  249),  who  may  have  been  his  brother.  Gryce's  collection  of  books 
consisted  primarily  of  sermons,  devotionals,  and  theological  commentaries. 
Ker  (475)  comments  on  Gryce's  apparent  lack  of  interest  in  the  New  Learn- 
ing.

This  inventory  is  of  goods  distrained  against  a  debt  due  to  John  a  Powel  (ap 
Howel?),  Manciple  of  St.  Edward  Hall,  by  the  Abbot  of  Talley  (Tawley)  in 
1528.  It  is  entered  in  the  register  as  part  of  an  action  at  law  brought  by  the 
Manciple  to  recover  a  debt  for  food  and  drink  consumed  by  the  Abbot  or  by 
another  at  his  charge,  and  it  is  clear  that  the  Abbot  in  question  is  still  alive. 
A.R.  Emden  records  in  BRUO  (1847)  a  David  Talley,  Canon  of  the  Premon- 
stratensian  Abbey  of  Talley  in  Carmarthenshire  in  1504,  when  he  took  his 
B.Cn.L.  and  became  Abbot  of  Talley.  He  proceeded  DTh.  in  1508  and,  ac- 
cording to  BRUO,  was  probably  still  Abbot  at  his  death  in  1539.  (The  date  of 
death  is  taken  from  Yardley  [1927,  300],  where  David,  Abbot  of  Talley,  is  re- 
corded as  a  prebendary  cursal  of  St.  David's  in  1504,  and  is  identified  with  an- 
other so-named  who  was  succeeded  in  a  cursal  stall,  presumably  on  his  death, 
in  1539.) 

In  his  later  volume  (BRU02,  556)  Emden  notes  this  inventory  of  an  Abbot 
of  Talley,  but  does  not  identify  him  with  the  David  Talley  of  BRUO.  He  also 
mistakenly  assumes  that  it  is  a  probate  inventory.  On  this  evidence  it  would 
appear  that  the  Abbot  in  question  in  1528  is  the  D.Th.  of  1508.  However,  in 
Backmund  (1952,  2:76)  the  David  ap  Jevan  who  was  Abbot  in  1504  died  in 
1519,  and  this  is  confirmed  by  a  petition  for  a  congd'elire  preserved  in  Brewer 
(1867,  volume  III,  part  1,  no.  542,  p.  186).  It  would  appear  that  more  than 
one  Abbot  of  Talley  was  forenamed  David. 

It  is  tempting  to  look  at  a  Richard  Talley  (BRU02,  556),  B.Th.  in  1526,  who 
promised  in  February  of  1528  to  pay  the  Manciple  of  St.  Edward  Hall  for  his 
chaplain's  board.  Unfortunately,  Richard  Talley  is  identified  on  the  occasion  of 
his  graduating  B.Th.  as  a  Cistercian  of  St.  Bernard's  College,  whereas  the  Abbot 
of  Talley  was  a  Premonstratensian  house.  Perhaps  there  were  also  two  Richard 
Talleys,  or  perhaps  the  Cistercian,  coming  from  Talley,  was  for  administrative 
purposes  taken  "on  to  the  books,"  as  it  were,  of  the  Premonstratensians.

RUDOLPH  p.  ALMASY 


Granted  a  B.A.  from  Oxford  in  1521  and  an  M.A.  14  March  1524,  Edmund 
Burton  was  elected  Fellow  of  Balliol  College  29  November  1522.  He  was  the 
Keeper  of  the  Burnell  Chest  in  1524  (BRU02,  87).  Alumni  Oxonienses  (1:277) 
records  that  Burton  was  "dispensed  of  his  B.A.  course  15  February  1521 
because  he  was  teaching  monks  and  other  scholars  in  a  monastery."  He  was 
associated  with  Balliol  until  his  death  in  1529. 

Burton's  library  reflects  an  interest  in  the  New  Learning,  revealing  him  to 
be  among  Oxford's  second-generation  humanists.  His  books,  mosdy  theologi- 
cal, are  in  both  Latin  and  Greek,  and  he  had  grammars,  rhetorics,  and 
dictionaries.  For  comment  on  the  presence  of  Greek  works  in  his  library,  see 
Ker  (475).  Most  of  his  scriptural  texts  are  works  by  Erasmus,  whom  he  must 
have  favored,  assembling  at  least  seven,  perhaps  eight  Erasmian  texts.  Burton's 
library  contained  a  variety  of  subjects  to  suggest  an  attempt  to  be  inclusive- 
philosophy,  history,  literature,  mathematics,  and  natural  history.  His  library 
contained  well-known  classical,  patristic,  and  medieval  authors:  Demosthenes, 
Aristotle,  Ovid,  Sallust,  Pliny,  Suetonius,  Origen,  Augustine,  Boethius,  and 
Lombard.

In  keeping  with  his  profession,  the  titles  listed  in  Coles's  inventory  focus  on 
theology  and  canon  law.

Anthony  Dalaber  was  a  secular  scholar  of  Gloucester  College  from  1528,  but 
as  a  result  of  aiding  the  fugitive  Thomas  Garrett  (who  was  "arrested  for  dis- 
seminating heretical  books"  [BRU02,  158]),  Dalaber's  goods— along  with 
Garrett's-were  sequestrated  in  1529  (for  Garrett,  see  BRU02,  228).  Dalaber 
later  provided  the  martyrologist  John  Foxe  with  information  about  the  Garrett 
affair.  He  died  in  1562  (BRU02,  158). 

The  confiscated  possessions  included  a  small  number  of  books,  mainly  re- 
spectable classical  authors,  a  New  Testament,  and  a  couple  of  Lutheran  works. 
The  presence  of  the  latter  may  show  the  influence  of  Garrett  who,  having  "im- 
bibed Lutheran  doctrine  . . .  brought  to  Oxford,  [in]  Lent  1527  two  fardels  of 
Lutheran  and  kindred  books  to  sell  to  sympathetic  purchasers  in  the  Universi- 
ty and  elsewhere"  (BRU02,  228).

Nothing  is  known  of  George  Merven  (Mervyn  [BRU02],  Marvyn,  Marwyn, 
Merwen)  except  that  he  was  a  scholar  of  New  College  until  his  death  in  1529, 
and  that  he  had  proceeded  B.A.  in  1525-1526  {BRU02,  395). 

Merven 's  short  book-list  contains  exclusively  works  on  civil  and  canon  law. 
They  are  all  substantial  works,  such  as  one  might  expect  to  find  in  the  library 
of  an  older  and  established  professional,  with  a  corresponding  absence  of  the 
slighter  legal  texts  more  usually  found  in  a  student's  collecdon.  Ker  (472,  n.l) 
suggests  that  Merven's  five  titles  represent  fifteen  to  twenty  volumes  and, 
given  Merven's  status  as  a  student,  comments  that  their  total  valuation  of  £4 
25.  suggests  that  they  might  have  been  a  gift  (474-75).

William  Woodruff  (Wodrofe  [BRU02],  Woddrof,  Woderof,  Wudruf)  was  B  A. 
in  1524-1525  and  supplicated  for  the  MA.  in  1527.  He  was  not,  however, 
admitted  to  that  degree  until  1533,  in  which  year  he  was  also  ordained  priest. 
Part  of  the  explanation  for  this  delay  may  be  found  in  the  occasion  of  the 
drawing  up  of  this  inventory  in  1529,  viz.  his  "clandestine  flight"  from  the 
university.  As  to  the  reason  for  his  flight,  however,  no  clue  survives  (BRU02, 
634). 

The  books  found  in  his  rooms  include  works  on  logic  and  theology  as  well 
as  works  by  a  number  of  standard  classical  authors.  Several  Erasmus  titles  and 
grammars  in  Greek  and  Hebrew  indicate  an  acquaintance,  at  least,  with  the 
new  learning  (see  Ker's  comment  [475]),  while  a  manuscript,  almost  certainly 
liturgical,  with  musical  annotations  reveals  yet  another  of  Woodruff  s  interests.

Thomas  Cartwright  (Cartewryght,  Cartwrith,  Cartwryth,  Cartwrytht,  Cartwyth) 
of  Nottinghamshire  was  granted  a  BA.  from  Cambridge  in  1498-1499.  In 
1501,  he  was  granted  an  MA.  and  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  Pembroke  College. 
Later  he  relocated  to  Oxford  University  as  a  lecturer,  probably  in  civil  law, 
and  was  for  a  rime  a  Scholar  of  White  Hall.  He  had,  however,  difficulties, 
requiring  maintenance  there  by  his  friends  because  of  a  lack  of  lectures  on 
civil  law  due  to  a  paucity  of  students,  and  he  was  granted  leave  to  migrate  13 
November  1529  (BRU02,  106).  He  transferred  to  Broadgates  Hall,  die  annex 
for  commoners  at  Christ  Church,  where  he  served  as  Scholar  until  his  death 
in  1532  (erroneously  given  as  1531  in  BRU02).  The  list  of  books  derives  from 
an  inventory  of  the  goods  found  in  his  "cubicle"  at  Broadgates  Hall. 

The  executors  of  the  will  were  "the  principal  of  Broadgates"  and  Richard 
Wylson  (BRU02,  647).  In  his  will  (dated  20  August  1532),  Cartwright  divided 
his  books,  the  "humanytye"  going  to  his  brother  William,  and  the  legal  books 
to  Wylson.  The  majority  of  his  books  were  "bokes  of  humanytye,"  a  varied 
collection,  mostly  from  the  classical  world,  including  history,  literature, 
theology,  grammar,  and  rhetoric.

Dunstan  Lacy  (Lacey,  Lacye),  a  Fellow  of  Lincoln  College,  Oxford,  died  in 
September  1534.  He  was  admitted  to  the  B.A.  degree  30  November  1524  and 
completed  the  M.A.  15  March  1529.  He  is  recorded  as  Bursar  in  1530  and  as 
Subrector  in  1530-1531.  His  activities  in  the  University  as  a  Keeper  of  Chests, 
and  as  Supervisor  of  Wine  (1529),  culminated  in  the  Senior  Proctorship, 
which  he  held  from  April  1534  until  his  death  (BRU02,  337). 

Lacy's  will,  dated  11  September,  was  proved  24  September  1534  by  his 
mother,  with  John  Cotdsforth  and  George  Flower  as  proxies.  Beyond  specific 
volumes  left  to  individuals,  Lacy  groups  the  rest  in  a  general  bequest  to  an 
undergraduate,  Robert  Dyghton  {BRU02,  182),  of  "all  my  bokes  off  logike, 

philosophye  and  all  other  bokes  that  I  have  under  divinide "  Ker  (476) 

notes  the  absence  of  books  in  Greek  or  Hebrew  in  Lacy's  collection.

The  five  books  listed  in  the  inventoiy  of  Robert  Hunt's  goods  (a  book  of  civil 
law,  a  book  of  canon  law,  and  three  old  breviaries)  reflect  what  is  known 
about  his  career. 

From  Devonshire,  Hunt  was  probably  born  in  1499,  since  he  was  admitted 
to  Winchester  College  in  1513  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  He  was  admitted  to 
New  College  as  a  scholar  in  1517,  where  he  was  a  Fellow  from  1518  until 
1528,  and  was  granted  the  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  in  1524  and  the  Doctor  of 
Civil  Law  in  1528.  As  a  lawyer  he  served  the  University  as  Scribe  and  Notary 
from  1527  and  as  Principal  of  the  School  of  Civil  Law  from  1528.  In  addition, 
he  was  ordained  a  priest  in  1525,  supplicated  for  the  Doctor  of  Theology  in 
1535,  and  held  livings  in  Essex  and  Buckinghamshire  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1536  (see  BRU02,  305).

Robert  Purviar  (Purvyar  [BRU02],  Purvier,  Purvye),  a  Fellow  of  Merton  Col- 
lege for  ten  years  preceding  his  death  in  1536,  received  his  B.A.  in  1522  and 
his  M.A.  in  1529;  he  was  ordained  subdeacon  in  1532.  He  held  various  admin- 
istrative posts  during  his  period  as  Fellow:  first  Dean  of  the  college  in  1529- 
1530,  second  Dean  in  1530-1532,  and  third  Dean  in  1532-1533  and  1535- 
1536.  He  also  served  the  University  as  Collator  of  Disputations  in  Austins  in 
1528  and  Master  of  them  in  1530;  Supervisor  of  Streets  in  1529;  and  Collector 
of  University  Rents  in  1531  (BRU02,  468). 

The  few  books  listed  in  his  will,  doubdess  not  his  entire  library,  are  works 
of  theology.  To  Merton  College  Library  he  bequeathed  the  works  of  Nicolaus 
de  Lyra,  along  with  Biblical  concordances  (see  Ker  [488,  item  8,  and  492]  for 
a  Biblical  concordance  listed  in  the  1556  Merton  College  inventory  that  he 
believes  may  have  been  bequeathed  by  Purviar),  for  the  use  of  students.

Edward  Hoppe  (Hoppey  [BRU02],  Hoppay,  Hopy;  Edmund),  a  Fellow  of 
Lincoln  College,  Oxford,  was  admitted  to  the  B.A.  degree  1  June  1527  and 
completed  the  M.A.  5  February  1532.  Also  in  1532  he  was  ordained  succes- 
sively subdeacon,  deacon,  and  priest  (BRU02,  298).  He  died  in  1538,  his  will 
being  proved  on  26  January  of  that  year,  with  his  mother  serving  as  executrix 
and  Master  "Rausun,"  probably  Christopher  Rawson  (BRU02,  476),  as 
overseer. 

The  books  in  Hoppe's  inventory  are  mainly  works  of  theology  and  philoso- 
phy; a  number  of  them  were  bequeathed  to  members  of  Lincoln  College  as 
long  as  the  individuals  named  "tarieth  in  the  college,"  the  books  to  remain 
afterwards  for  College  use.  Ker  (456)  comments  on  Hoppe's  bequest  as 
indication  of  the  continuing  practice  of  placing  books  in  elections  of  Fellows 
and  Bachelors.  "Rausun"  received  a  volume  of  MaiTilic  (see  57.3).

The  valuation,  although 
low  for  a  complete  collection,  is  more  appropriate  for  an  Opera,  perhaps 
incomplete,  than  for  a  single  work.  "Trinites  in  Pomfret"  refers  to  Knolles's 
Almshouse  at  Pontefract,  Yorkshire,  dedicated  to  the  Holy  Trinity  and  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary  and  founded  by  Sir  Robert  Knolles  and  his  wife  Con- 
stance in  1385.  Language(s):  Latin.  Appraised  at  5s  in  1538.

Marko  Marulic.  Unidentified.  Continent:  date  indeterminable. 

An  unidentified  Marulic  work  was  bequeathed  to  Hoppe  by  Dunstan  Lacy

To  sir  [dominus]  Williby  [probably  Thomas  Wil- 
loughby,  (BRU02,  631)]  Egidium  super  libros  phi.  and  xx  d.  as  long  as  he 
tarieth,  and  at  his  departing  to  remayn  among  bachelars  qui  sunt,  or  elles  to 
remayne  in  the  felous  keping."  It  is  assumed  that  this  bequest  refers  to  the 
book  in  the  inventory  identified  only  by  the  author's  name;  the  "super  libros 
phi."  could  conceivably  be  an  abbreviation  for  "phisicorum,"  but  "philosophi- 
ae"  is  as,  if  not  more,  likely.

Thomas  Hodges  was  granted  a  bachelor's  degree  from  Oxford  in  1521  {Alum- 
ni Oxonienses,  2:724).  He  died  intestate  in  1539,  and  the  inventory  of  his  li- 
brary is  dated  27  February  1539  (BRU02,  291).  Only  seven  items  carry  ap- 
praisals. 

For  the  most  part,  Hodges 's  library  was  a  collection  of  theological  books. 
Even  the  non-theological  works  (two  on  canon  law,  one  on  ecclesiastical  histo- 
ry, and  the  Cronica  mundi)  relate  to  theological  and  ecclesiastical  interests.  As 
for  the  theological  texts,  he  had  about  an  equal  number  of  scriptural  and  litur- 
gical books.  The  seven  volumes  of  sermons,  all  by  different  authors,  may  sug- 
gest that  Hodges  was  a  collector  of  sermons.  Ker  (476)  notes  Hodges's  appar- 
ent lack  of  interest  in  Hebrew  and  Greek.

John  Pantry  (Pantre  [BRUO])  was  a  Fellow  of  Queen's  College  by  July  150L 
He  received  his  M.A.  in  1506,  his  B.Th.  in  1512,  and  his  D.Th.  in  1515.  He 
served  as  Camerarius  of  the  College  in  1502-1503,  and  was  elected  its  Provost 
in  1515,  holding  the  office  until  his  death  in  1541.  He  was  ordained  deacon 
in  1501.  Although  no  date  is  given,  he  must  have  been  ordained  priest  before 
1509,  for  he  held  various  livings  starting  in  that  year  (BRUO,  1423-24). 

His  book  collection  remains  a  mystery.  We  know  only  that  he  left  to  his 
pupil  William  Pantry  (BRU02,  430)  "all  suche  bokes  as  ar  necessary  for  him," 
the  decision  presumably  to  be  made  by  the  two  executors  of  his  estate,  Robert 
Tyffyng  (BRU02,  583)  and  William  Denys  (BRU02,  167).  Two  of  his  books 
(whether  among  those  bequeathed  to  his  young  scholar  it  is  impossible  to 
know)  are  now  in  the  library  of  Queen's  College;  see  BRUO  (1424).  The  two, 
both  theological  works,  are  added  below  to  the  group  of  books  mentioned  in 
Pantry's  will.

The  following  library  consists  of  the  books  listed  in  "The  Inventory  of  Master 
Bysleys  Bookes  8c  stuffe,'*  compiled  in  1543  by  the  stationers  John  Tolderne 
and  Davy  Prat.  While  it  is  not  possible  to  determine  the  precise  identity  of 
"Master  Bysley"  (Bysley  [BRU02],  Beesley,  Besley,  Bessells),  Oxford  records 
yield  two  candidates.  The  first  is  Thomas  Bisley,  scholar  of  Broadgates  Hall  in 
1520  (BRU02,  50).  We  learn  about  Thomas  through  his  involvement  in  an 
"affray  with  townsmen"  on  4  June  1520,  in  which  a  royal  watchman  was  killed. 
A  coroner's  inquisition  on  5  June  reported  that 

Thomas  Bisley,  late  of  Oxford,  scholar;  Thomas  Houghton,  of  Oxford 
aforesaid,  scholar;  Maurice  Tanop,  of  the  same  town,  scholar;  and 
Thomas  Wykiswey,  of  the  same  town  and  county,  clerk  . . .  assembled  in 
a  warlike  manner,  by  force  and  arms  . . .  the  4th  day  of  June,  12  Henry 
VIII,  about  the  hour  of  11  at  night  of  the  same  day  in  which  Hugh 
Todde,  John  Godestow,  &:c.,  then  being  the  kinges  wachemen,  were  in- 
sulted, beaten  and  badly  wounded,  so  they  despaired  of  their  lives,  and 
the  same  Hugh  Todd  was  there  and  then  feloniously  killed  and  mur- 
dered  (Turner  1880,  25;  for  the  original  Latin  document,  see  Rogers 

[1891],  181) 

For  his  offense,  Thomas  was  banished  on  19  June  1520.  He  was  reinstated  on 
giving  security  for  keeping  the  peace  on  6  July  1523  (BRU02,  50),  after  which 
we  hear  no  more  of  him.  Admittedly,  it  seems  unlikely  that  in  the  next  twenty 
years  Thomas  overcame  his  rough  start  in  Oxford  to  become  an  established 
scholar  with  an  extensive  library. 

The  other  possibility  is  Richard  Besley,  who  graduated  Bachelor  of  Arts  on 
20  February  1532,  Master  of  Arts  on  21  April  1535,  and-as  "Richard  Bysley"- 
Bachelor  of  Theology  on  24  March  1540.  He  supplicated  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Theology  in  1547/48,  and  was  attached  to  All  Souls'  College 
{Alumni  Oxonienses,  1:117).  The  substantial  number  of  theological  works  in  the 
library  certainly  points  to  Richard  over  Thomas.   If  Richard  was  "Master 
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Bysley,"  however,  then  the  inventory  could  not  have  been  a  post-mortem  list. 
(He  was  alive  well  past  1543.)  And  if  it  therefore  was  prepared  for  probate 
purposes,  Richard  would  most  likely  turn  up  in  the  records  of  legal  proceed- 
ings (and  he  does  not). 

Whether  "Master  Bysley"  was  a  murderer  or  a  theologian,  or  neither,  he 
amassed  a  large  collection  of  scholarly  works  exemplary  of  the  Humanist  spirit 
sweeping  through  England  in  the  1520s  to  1540s.  It  is  a  well-rounded  library, 
containing  standard  works  on  most  of  the  subjects  taught  at  any  level  in  mid- 
Tudor  Oxford  (see  Simon  [1966],  83  and  144).  There  is  a  noticeable  Eras- 
mian— and  Ciceronian— bias.  There  are  multiple  copies  of  Erasmus's  De  duplici 
copia  verborum  ac  rerum  (60.12,  60.14,  and  60.17)  and  Cicero's  De  officiis 
(60.5:1-3  and  60.20),  as  well  as  of  several  other  works.  Emden  notes  that  "As 
the  numerals  2  and  3  are  placed  in  the  margin  against  some  of  the  tides,  it  is 
possible  that  [Bisley]  was  a  bookseller"  (BRU02,  85;  see  also  McConica,  703). 
It  is  more  likely  that  these  duplicate  copies  belonged  to  a  teaching  scholar:  there 
are  too  few  instances  to  suggest  a  bookseller's  stock  and  they  are,  further, 
uniformly  basic,  student  texts.  As  Elisabeth  Leedham-Green  found  in  her  edition 
of  Books  in  Cambridge  Inventories,  "several  college  Fellows  in  this  survey  had 
libraries  apparendy  designed  to  fulfil  more  than  their  own  personal  needs.  ...  It 
is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  duplicate  texts  in  pardcular  were  either  lent 
to  [the  Fellows']  pupils  or  sold  to  them  and  subsequently  repurchased"  (BCI, 
l:xx). 

The  influence  of  Condnental  Humanism  is  apparent  not  only  in  the  con- 
tent but  in  the  origin  of  the  books— not  one  of  the  works  is  unquestionably  an 
STC  edition.  Finally,  the  English  vernacular  is  all  but  absent  from  the  list- 
most  books  are  in  Ladn,  quite  a  few  in  Greek,  some  in  Hebrew,  and  only  a 
few  in  modern  languages.  For  comments  on  Bisley's  library,  see  Ker  (471,  n.l, 
472,  474,  476)  and  McConica  (703).

William  Derbyshire  (Darbishire,  Darbyshire,  Derbyschere),  who  died  while  a 
student  at  Broadgates  Hall  (now  Pembroke  College),  was  the  brother  of  the 
Thomas  Derbyshire  (named  administrator  in  this  inventory)  who  found  a 
place  in  the  DNB  as  a  prominent  Elizabethan  Jesuit.  According  to  Anthony  a 
Wood,  they  were  the  nephews  of  the  Marian  Bishop  of  London,  Edmund 
Bonner,  and  William  had  been  named  Prebendary  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral, 
thanks  to  the  influence  of  his  uncle  {Athenae  Oxonienses,  1:372-73,  s.v.  "Ed- 
mund Bonner"). 

The  inventory  of  William's  goods,  taken  for  probate  in  July  1551,  contained 
twenty-three  books,  some  duplicates,  overwhelmingly  focused  on  civil  and 
canon  law.  Derbyshire's  other  tastes  are  demonstrated  by  the  inclusion  in  his 
library  of  Erasmus's  Adages  and  Aesop's  Fables,  with  the  latter,  interestingly,  in 
French,  perhaps  as  an  aid  in  learning  that  language.

When  he  died  intestate  in  1551,  William  Hurde  (Hurdys)  was  a  student  at 
Oxford,  resident  at  Broadgates  Hall.  His  brother  Henry,  of  Netherton, 
Lancashire,  acted  as  administrator  of  the  estate  (31  July  1551). 

Hurde's  library  contains  items  typical  of  the  undergraduate  liberal  arts 
curriculum  of  his  time:  Greek  and  Latin  language  (Nicolaus  Clenardus  for 
Greek  grammar,  Priscianus  for  Latin),  rhetoric  (a  "libellus  de  pronuntiatione 
rhetorica"  and  works  of  Valla,  Valerius  Maximus,  and  Cicero),  and  literature 
and  moral  philosophy  (Virgil,  Cicero,  Terence).  He  retained  some  volumes 
from  his  grammar  school  days  (Erasmus's  De  duplici  copia  verborum  ac  rerum 
and  De  conscribendis  epistolis,  Elyot's  dictionaiy,  a  "Terens,"  and  possibly 
William  Lily's  Institutio  compendiaria  totius  grammaticae).  Works  of  Erasmus  and 
Sturmius,  as  well  as  an  English  primer,  suggest  a  Reformation  context.  There 
is  nothing  unusual  here  for  a  university  student  in  the  reign  of  Edward  VI.  Of 
tantalizing  interest  are  the  "Twenty  other  old  bokes"  that  the  appraisers  did 
not  value  sufficiently  to  identify.  More's  the  pity  for  social  and  bibliographical 
historians.

Publius  Terentius,  Afer.  Perhaps  Terens  in  englysh.  Paris  (probable):  [Phil- 
lippe  LeNoir],  c.l520.

Most  likely  possibilities  are 
Sturmius's  Ad  Werteros  fratres,  nobilitas  literata,  first  published  in  1549,  De 
literarum  ludus  (1538),  possibly  De  educatione  principum  (1551),  and  De  amissa 
dicendi  ratione  (1538-43),  a  commentary  on  Cicero's  Pro  quintio.  Sturmius  also 
edited  Plato's  dialogues,  Cicero's  orations,  the  Ad  Herrenium,  the  De  moribus, 
and  Aeschines  and  Demosthenes  before  1551.  With  all  these  possibilities,  the 
one  English  translation  available  to  Hurde  (STC  23407)  is  probably  not 
intended.  Langtiage(s):  Latin  (probable).  Appraised  at  2d  in  1551.

Edward  Beaumont,  bom  in  London  in  1531,  was  residing  at  Christ  Church,  Ox- 
ford, at  the  time  of  his  death  in,  or  shortly  before,  August  1552.  He  possessed  a 
good^ized  and  diversified  library  along  with  a  collection  of  "antiquites,  being  cer- 
tain strange  coynes  in  silver,"  according  to  the  inventory  taken  at  his  death. 
Beaumont  was  survived  by  his  mother  and  sister,  who  received  his  goods  and 
property,  with  the  excepdon  of  two  books.  See  Boase  (1885),  l:xix-xxi. 

Beaumont's  executor  was  Christopher  Goodman  (1520P-1603),  Bachelor  of 
Theology  at  Christ  Church,  perhaps  Lady  Margaret  Professor  of  Divinity. 
Goodman  was  later  to  become  a  Marian  exile  at  Strassburg,  where  he  wrote 
virulent  tracts  against  Mary  and  the  Roman  Church  (see  BRU02,  241).  Know- 
ing his  friend  well,  apparently,  Beaumont  bequeathed  him  his  copy  of  Calvin's 
Institutes.  Laurence  Nowell  (BRU02,  421)  witnessed  Beaumont's  will. 

Beaumont  seems  to  have  shared  Goodman's  Protestant  sympathies,  albeit 
in  a  milder  form,  as  various  works  in  his  library  suggest:  Melanchthon,  Helius 
Eobanus,  Hessus,  in  addition  to  Calvin,  are  represented,  and  a  pamphlet  com- 
memorating Martin  Bucer  is  found  listed  as  well.  Beaumont's  library,  however, 
is  chiefly  characterized  by  its  classical  (both  Latin  and  Greek)  and  humanistic 
texts,  several  appearing  in  multiple  copies  or  editions.  The  range  of  the  classi- 
cal works  is  considerable:  Homer,  Euripides,  Aesop,  Lucan,  Pindar,  Quintilian, 
Demosthenes,  Ovid,  Plautus,  Sallust,  Livy,  Terence,  Virgil,  and  Xenophon  are 
among  the  authors  represented.  Beaumont  seems  to  have  been  chiefly  inter- 
ested in  rhetoric  and  oratory,  grammar,  poetry,  history,  and  philosophy.  Aris- 
totle and  Cicero  are  especially  well-represented,  in  texts  as  well  as  commentar- 
ies, one  of  which  (Strebaeus  on  Aristotle's  Nichomachean  Ethics)  he  bequeathed 
to  a  student  identified  only  as  "Barnes,"  perhaps  John  Barnes,  B.A.,  from 
Christ  Church,  1553  {Alumni  Oxonienses,  1:75).  Beaumont's  fondness  for  texts 
of  Aristotelian  logic,  metaphysics,  and  moral  philosophy  typifies  the  new  phi- 
lological approach  to  Aristotle  developing  during  the  first  half  of  the  sixteenth 
century.  For  comments  on  the  Greek  works  in  Beaumont's  library,  see  Ker 
(476)  and  McConica  (703,  n.6). 
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Beaumont  owned  few  books  that  were  exclusively  religious  in  nature, 
copies  of  the  Psalms,  the  New  Testament  and  an  edition  of  Paul's  Epistles  being 
the  only  Scriptural  works  listed.  The  non-classical  books  in  his  library  were 
mainly  humanistic  in  scope  and  origin,  and  included  works  by  Erasmus 
(represented  by  at  least  seven  rides),  Cheke,  More,  Linacre,  Valla,  and  Politia- 
nus.  Although  the  majority  of  these  are  commentaries,  grammars,  or  litera- 
ture, Beaumont's  reading  interests  also  ranged  to  arithmetic  (Tunstall)  and 
metallurgy  (Agricola). 

The  earliest  datable  book  in  the  inventory  is  More's  Epigrammata,  1520,  and 
according  to  Boase  (1885),  l:xiv,  "The  inventory  of  Edward  Beaumont's 
library  shows  that  he  bought  the  last  new  books  printed  at  the  Paris  press  in 
1552,  the  year  of  his  death."  Which  of  the  books  listed  below  led  Boase  to 
make  that  statement  cannot  be  determined.

Thomas  Simons  (Symons  [BRU02],  Simondes,  Simonds,  Symondes)  took  his 
BA.  at  Merton  College  in  1540,  became  a  Fellow  in  1541,  received  the  M.A. 
in  1544,  and  supplicated  as  Bachelor  of  Medicine  in  1548.  He  sei^ved  in  a 
number  of  College  and  University  offices,  including  as  one  of  the  earliest 
Linacre  lecturers  at  Merton  (Lewis  1986,  221,  n.3,  and  232).  At  his  death  in 
1553,  Simons  was  buried  in  Merton  College  Chapel  (BRU02,  553). 

Simon's  library,  as  represented  in  his  inventory,  consisted  of  over  140 
separate  items.  It  appears  to  have  been  quite  representadve  and  scholarly, 
including  a  wide  range  of  both  classical  and  contemporary  medical  and 
sciendfic  texts,  although  Lewis  (1986),  245,  points  out  that  Simons,  like  his 
Oxford  contemporaries  with  similarly  good-sized  libraries,  did  not  develop  a 
collection  in  anatomy  (see  65.51  and  65.61  for  the  two  anatomical  works  listed 
in  the  inventory).  Of  interest  is  Simon's  direcdng  that  a  debt  of  25$.ld.  be 
paid  to  "Mr  Garbrand  for  bokes,"  doubdess  the  Oxford  reformist  stationer, 
Garbrand  Harkes  (see  Duff  [1948],  66,  and  Ker  [444],  n.2). 

In  addition  to  the  works  of  such  ancient  masters  as  Hippocrates,  Aristotle, 
and  Galen,  Simons  also  owned  books  by  such  Renaissance  masters  as  Nicolaus 
Massa,  Leonard  Fuchs,  John  Caius,  and  Jacques  Dubois  (Jacobus  Sylvius).  The 
inventory  reveals  that  Simons  was  familiar  with  the  studies  of  Arabic  scholars 
and  with  humanistic  works  such  as  Erasmus's  Moriae  encomium  and  Thomas 
More's  Utopia. 

The  eclectic  and  sophisticated  nature  of  his  library  seems  to  challenge  the 
view  that  the  study  of  medicine  at  the  universities  in  the  sixteenth  century  was 
lackluster  and  out-of-date  (Curtis  1959,  152-56).

John  Price  (Appryce,  Ap  Rice,  Ap  Rhys,  Prise,  Pryce,  Pryse),  a  Fellow  of  All 
Souls'  College,  Oxford,  died  intestate  in  May  1554.  Price  was  granted  a 
Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  after  twelve  years'  study  of  the  civil  and  canon  laws  and 
some  time  lecturing  in  Broadgates  Hall,  in  February  of  1524;  in  March  1531, 
he  supplicated  for  the  Bachelor  of  Canon  Law.  He  served  as  Law  Dean  in  All 
Souls'  in  1534-1535  and  as  Law  Bursar  in  1541-1542,  1546-1547.  and  1552- 
1553.  From  1536  to  1545,  he  was  Vicar  of  St.  Giles',  Oxford  (BRU02,  462). 

This  Price  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  better-known  Sir  John  Price  (also 
given  as  Prise),  historian  and  political  figure,  who  after  study  at  Oxford  gradu- 
ated Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  at  Cambridge  in  1536  {BRU02,  463-64)  and  who 
died  in  1555  (not  in  1573  as  queried  in  the  DNB),  having  collected  a  fine  li- 
brary of  manuscripts  and  some  printed  books  (Ker  1955,  esp.  12-17);  or  with 
the  John  Price  (BRU02,  462-63)  who  also  took  law  degrees  at  Oxford  (in 
1534  and  1535  from  Broadgates  Hall)  and  whose  ecclesiastical  career  in 
Shropshire  and  the  Welsh  marches  culminated  in  a  prebendary  and  the  chan- 
cellorship of  St.  Asaph's.  This  third  John  Price  died  in  1582. 

The  name  Price  (and  its  variant  spellings)  reveals  a  Welsh  ancestry;  John  ap 
Robert,  of  similar  roots,  from  Towre,  Flintshire,  acted  as  administrator  of  his 
kinsman's  estate. 

Price's  modest  collection  of  books,  virtually  all  of  which  were  in  Latin  and 
published  on  the  Continent,  consisted  primarily  of  standard  legal  works,  with 
a  smattering  of  theology  and  history  rounding  out  the  library.

The  stationers'  names  in  the  annotated  book-lists  are  drawn  either  from  imprints  and 
colophons,  which  offer  the  names  in  a  variety  of  forms,  or  from  bibliographical 
sources,  none  of  which  consistently  agrees  with  another  on  those  forms.  For  indexing 
purposes  and  for  searching  the  database,  PLRE  has,  therefore,  constructed  a  uniform 
stationers'  names  list.  English  stationers'  names,  with  a  few  exceptions,  are  derived 
from  the  STC,  Volume  3;  the  forms  of  Continental  names  derive  from  a  number  of 
sources,  including  the  STC,  but  most  especially  Adams.  Accordingly,  the  names  below 
do  not  always  duplicate  forms  that  appear  in  the  annotated  book-lists.
